G.opal Gujar, a life convict, who had absconded, while 
on parole, in December, 1988, had formed a gang and 
terrorised the people of the countryside and Gwalior city 
by committing sensational kidnappings for ransom. On 
7th November, 1969, information was received by the Police 
that the gang was likely to visit Gwalior. Shri A. N. 
Pathak, Additional Superintendent of Police, Gwalior, laid 
an ambush on the Tighra-Gwalior road and captured three 
members of the gang. Then he walked the whole night 
with a small posse of Police men and officers to the sus- 
pected hide-out of the dacoit. The police party reached the 
suspected hide-out at 4-00 a.m. on 8th November, 1969 and 
hid themselves in an ambush. Shri Pathak made one of the 
captured members of the dacoits to give the usual safety 
code-sign to call the gang-leader, Op hearing the code-sign 
the dacoit came out of the hide-out with a .303 rifle in his 
hand. Not finding anyone there, he was puzzled and 
started prowling about having his rifle ready to shoot. On 
spotting the silhoutte of a crouching figure in darkness, the 
dacoit fired at Shri A. N, Pathak who had also kept the 
dangerous outlaw covered with his rifle. Shri Pathak fired
